Will iheCaDadiauFacilic Uailway 
be Built? 

Some miods ace bo couslitaled that 
it Ih difflonltfor them to believe. It ie 
not nncommon to met with Ihoso who 
eannot bring thomselvoB to believe that 
the Canadian Paoiflo Eailway will ever 
be buiU, much legs that it will bo built 
within tho epccificd poriod, If you 
remind thorn that Ibe Dominion Clov- 
ernmont has onlered into treaty obliga- 
tiODB to build it, they will talk lightly 
of national obligations and of the oaBe 
with which thoy can bo evaded . If you 
remind them of the passage ot tho Bill na 
evidence of tho earnobtnoBB and bona 
fides of tho Canadian Govornmoot ihey 
will tellyoa that it is easy to pass Bills 
»nd make railways on paper. Had 
• BritiBh Columbia extorted from Canada^ 
M a coudllion of union, the promise to 
build the Railway within tho time 
Bpeoified^ there would bo aome show of 
reason for this Bkeplioism. But such 
■was not the casej Union was a far more 
urgent neceesily for British Colombia 
than it was for Canada. The latur 
could have afforded to wail muoh bettor 
than the former. Oonstquently Britlbh 
Oolombia was not in a position either to 
dictate terms or to extort promises, 
Canada entered into the Bailway oore- 
nantnot beoanse British Columbia asked 
her, but because the great scheme of 
empire upon which she had al'-eady 
entered involved the neccssilj; and tho 
Railway will te boili, and ibiit tooj 
within the atipulated poriod — not so 
much because the promihe bus been 
given as becauea tho exigency ot empire 
imperatively demands it. We would 
not wish tobo nnderstood as intimating 
that Canada would hold treaty obligai. 
*5oDB lightly; but in this instance tho 
obligation is the mere effect/ not tho 
cause. Here is tno text:— " The Gov- 
ernment of the Dominion undertake to 
secure iho commencement siranltaoeoasly 
wilhiD two years of Ibo date of the Union, 
of the oonittuetion of a railway from the Paui- 
fio towatdi Ibe Rooky MoaotaioB, and from 
Buoh poict !i8 may bs seleited East of the Rocky 
MoaniainBtowarde tba Pacific, to cooDeot tbo 
gjaboard of British Columbia with the rail- 
way gyetem of Uanado; and tuittjer to eecute 
tba completion of enob railway within ten 
years from tbe duts ol tba Union." It will 
ba observed that iba ten years £zed for tbu 
oomplttion ol tbe railway dates from Uoioo, 
Dot (torn tbe completioa of the survey, as 
SOBS appear to think. Ltt ub see how fie 
Oanadiao Goveromett is tultilliDg tho first 
part of this covaoaot. Quai'er of a millioD 
of dollara was vtted during ibe same seeiioo 
that raceived British Colombia ii to the 
Dominion; and the TweDtielb ol Joly (the 
dajr on which British Uolambia ectered the 
Doninioo) found tbe snrveyorB waiting to 
begin their work on the shores of the Pacific. 
Binoe that day has there been any dill}- 
dallyioi;, ony evideoco of wait 
of aaroettaesa in oarrjing through 
the sorvoy ? Oq ihe contrary, bus nit ibe 
work been begao aod poshed torwaid witb a 
praaptitade aod energy which have exoiied 
tba admiraiion ol oar own people and tbs 
eovy of oar neighbors? And saiely iha 
wotkol sufvoyiog, &c., is io a sofijcieBtly foi- 
wftrd stale to just. ly Ihe belief thot oonstruc- 
tioQ may eommenco wiihin ihe stipulated 
period. Are wo lo bo naked to bflievo lint 
all this expeodilore and activity ia mere pre- 
teoM, pot 00 for a pnrpose, — tbst Oanada is 
not really Id earoest aboot it, will cover 
earry it out ? It is an icsult to Canada and 
common eeoae to suggest bucb a thoutihi. 
That the actual work of cocftruoiion will bo 
btgun " w'lhin two yeaiB Irom itm dots of 
Uoioa,''and that ttio railway will be complet- 
ed "within tsn years from ibo datj of Uoic^o," 
there appears to be no teasonable ground tor 
doubt. So far Irom erperieociog any dilii 
oolty in fiodlog capiialisis willing to undot- 
take tbe work apoo the terms proposed by il.e 
Uoveromeot, ibo diQjcu:ty will be to maku n 
eeleotion from the Dnmeroiia upplicati'u. 
What is there to binder tbo worU f Tlie 
land IB there; aod Great Britaio (tandy 
ready to faroisb tbe money at lour per oeot. 
What more is wanted to iosare tbe construc- 
tion of the Railway ? PopulotiOD ? Yes, 
population i» waBttd ; and tbut ie tbo only 
point io respect ol which wo entertain tbo 
siigbleet doubt oa to Canada beiny quia up 
lo the mark. The parett empue can pupi ly 
popolalioD as well as money, and both Gov- 
•romeotB mut rise to ibe great doty an: 
Beoetsity of gaiding tbe stream ol BHtish 
tnigratioD into the new empire.

Tha Treaty of Washington woold appear lo 
have ai many lives as a cat is ertid to hnvo 
If any reliance is to be placed in electric \it- 
tsranees (and they are certainly far from :u.. 
liable out hero), Uie Uriiidh Guvernmeiit eu- 
tertain very dilVurent views in regard to the 
present attitude of tbo controversy from whii'. 
tba despatches received on Monday led ua lo 
bellsTo. Yesterday's dispatches, allhoogh cut 
Ibort, euoourage the hope that all may come 
come ont right yet. Itis to be expected that the 
Opposition in the Brltiah House of Commons 
will endeavor to inflict whatever dumago Ihey 
Kay npoti an administration which certainly 
eannot claim any very great credit at treaty- 
■lakerfl. Hut thn.t rtill bo of liltlo conscs 
qnence, so long as a good understanding be- 
tween tbe two Governments ean he maiDtnined 
and tha negotiations conducted to a hap[)y 
lliaa; and tbe atatemants made in the House 
ofOommona by Mr Gladstone justify tho hope 
that all may yet bo well— thai a had beRiiininp;
